I lie President’s backer* linv» a number 
of other fields for putting the faithful on the payroll— the 
United Nations staff, the various foreign activities, the 
Marshall Flan, etc., etc. 
Likewise there are quite a tew billions which can 
and probably will In* picked up here and there and ex­ 
pended where they will do the Truman campaign* the 
most good. As ,i tingle example, the U, S. Treasury usual­ 
ly has a cash "surplus” on hand—and the President seems 
to have blanket authority to plow this currency hack into 
various activities. 
Again, the borrowing and lending 
capacity of the various Federal agencies runs high into 
the billions. 
All this is quite aside from the .Marshall Plan, now 
under discussion; the stop-gap plan already*passed; and 
the special programs of a great variety, Jtojn .the Greek 
defense program to the scheme of re-arming Latin 
America. 
The President has asked for the sum of $6,800,OOO,- 
OOO to be turned over to him by Congress this spring as 
the first step in the four-year Marshall Plan. 
lf Congress agrees, he is to get this money well ahead 
of the conventions and the campaign— and he is to have,* 
under present concepts, the almost exclusive right to 
decide' where, under what circumstances, and to whom 
this money is to he expendable. It is no secret that his 
plan is to turn this supplementary war-cheat over to Sec­ 
retary Marshall, whose role in politics seems to be that of 
campaign manager for Truman’s re-election. * 
Coming down to cases, the modest plans made by 
the President for his re-election call for the spending of 
somewhere between fifty and sixty billion dollars, largely 
during the campaign—and of course every cent of it to 
go where it will do his candidacy the most good! 
That REALLY IS a money campaign I
